SIDE from changes in climate there is nothing that ha> 


greater influence on human welfare than the rate of in- 
crease In population. The alteration.- in the civilization of a 
country that a rapid increase may make are almost cataclysmic. 
Speculations on this subject are consequently of great intere^'. 
mnd, as the followers of the Kev. 3Ir. Malthus set forth, ha\e an 
important bearing on human institutions. 


Undoubtedly civilization produces two tendencies; one 


toward a lowered birth rate and one toward greater longevity. 
A Mr. Charles Edward Pell has recently published in England 
a volume entitled "The Law of Births and Deaths. 
Being a 
Study of the Variation in the Degrees of Animal Fertility Under 
the Influence of the Environment." Mr. Pell believes that with 
the increase in creature comforts and the more leisurely life 
which has now become possible for large classes the birth rate 
among those classes declines. 


But does the dec-line in birth rates which has set in presage 


the decline of the highly civilized races? Not necessarily, if 
Dr. Havelock Ellis is an authority. Dr. Ellis demonstrates in 
an inquiry into the subject published some months ago that 
among highly civilized nations the decrease in the death rate 
compensates, or more than compensates, for the drop in the 
birth rate: In other words, the net crop of children in each gen- 
eration is greater. Possibly, therefore, the civilized nations will 
hold their own in numbers as well as strength. 


But prophecy must stop and rub its chin a long while when 


it is confronted with the further argument that modern sanitary 
methods may reduce the death rate among the mo.-4 prolific and 
least civilized races long before natural conditions reduce the 
birth rate. The only answer is that this is a problem that our 
generation, which has barely penetrated the outskirts of Asia 
with its sanitary methods, will not have to settle. 


Getting Ahead 


I^HE biggest news of the last several weeks has been that Mr. 
A. Dawes, the President, and the congress will save us $600,- 
000,000 and that the ways and means committee will launch a 
crusade in favor of an income tax exemption of S400 instead of 
$200 a child. This is progress. It is the more remarkable because 
of all peoples in the world the Americans would have been the 
easiest from which to collect an extra $GOO,000.000, and be- 
cause they were paying their 4 per cent, on that extra 9200 with 
a good grace. The exemption was increased, apparently, not 
to encourage parenthood, but merely in the interest of abstract 
justice. 


When one considers how we get ahead, the getting is a 


wonderful phenomenon. 
We do about what we please with 
progress. Do we desire to have every one read and write? Al- 
most every one does. Do we desire to see every American town 
home glitter with electricity? Something very close to our de- 
sire occurs. Do we wish to make every man and woman, over 
twenty-one years of age a voter? We do. Are we struck with 
a fancy for an air mail service, a thirty-mile bridge, an asphalt 
road from ocean to ocean, a home for indigent poets, or a cure 
for tuberculosis? 
Eventually we get—or are likely to get—all 
these things. As a climax we reduce our budget and lower our 
taxes. Progress is easy. It is just a matter of deciding how we 
are to progress. 
Unfortunately, we fight a war every quarter of a century. • 


and then adopt naval programs calculated to bring about a re- 
currence. These seem to be the chief causes of such misery as 
we have at present. They have plunged Europe into the severest 
economic difficulties. Here they have made living so expensive 
and work so uncertain as almost to nullify the electric iiphts,' 
suffrage, and good roads. But for them the $600,000,000 re- 
duction would never have been needed, nor the 4 per cent, on 
that extra §200 per child. And we hasten to a conference to 
remove these great bars to progress—the self-created bars of 
battles and spending for battles. 
There is something pitiful in the fact that if we do remove 
them, if we agree to spend less preparing to cut each other's 
throats, and, having less to cut with, thereby reduce the amoun* 
of international man-slaughter with,all its expense, we will hail 
our decision as the greatest bit of progress since the beginning 
of our world! It is the old story, of course, of men being their 
own worse enemies, and of self-conquests being the biggest of 
conquests. Yet. perhaps, the fruits of human folly and the pos- 
sibiliti^s for correction were never so plainly displayed as now
